In order to keep pace with the 
ever increasing growth of the’sys- 
tem which it’serves, Northwestern 
Utilitis, Limited, 1s planning an- 
other major capital works program 
during the present year. It is an- 
ticipated that the expenditure on 
this program will run close to $4,- 
000,000.00. 

In line with its.efforts to provide 
and ensure adequate reserves for 
its customers over the long range 
future the Company commenced 
late in 1951 and carried on in 1952 
the development of a new source 
of supply in what is known as the 
Fort Saskatchewan-Legal area.

Approximately $2,000,000.00 of this 
year’s capital expenditure has been 
allocated to the development of 
these new areas and for the con- 
necting of them to the Company’s 
existing system. ;
